No. 10(3)/60‘Panch.— The country is wedded to a socialist 
pattern of society. During the past eight years the Commu- 
nity Development programme has been operating in the 
rural areas with all its resources and the resources made 
available by other departments and agencies. There have. 


however, been complaints that while the Community Develop 
ment Programme has benefited the rithcr sections oi the 
community the economically backward and weaker sections 
have not received adequate shaie ol its benefits, particularly 
in the field of economic development. The objectives of 
community development cannot he achieved tioi a socialist 
pattern of society established unless concietc steps are takeh
